The prior art references each 
prepare a cured coating composition from the siloxane and silane reactants. Such a 
cured composition distinguishes itself from claim 1 in that one cannot determine the 
molecular weight thereof. In addition, there is no motivation to adjust and/or optimize 
the molecular weight of such a cured composition. Paragraph 5 of the office action 
dated 9/10/04 addresses the novelty and unobviousness of claim 3. The terminal 
disclaimer filed 8/2/05 overcomes the obviousness type double patenting rejection 
made in the previous office action.
